The blaze was first discovered by 
the delivery mnn for tho B. & F. dairy, 
who turnod In tho alarm, but when tho 
fire engine arrived 
the flames had 
spread to tho entire building, nud all 
chance of salvage wns gono. A spoc- 
tacuhxr feature of the holocaust, that 
had brought a bijp crowd to the scone, 
was the simultaneous collapse of all the 
o\Uer walls, which sont 
showers of 
sparks and 
omberB hurtling into 
tho 
air. Fortunately the night was perfect­ 
ly calm, and with tho fire department 
on hand, there was no danger of sur­ 
rounding property being damaged. 


Only ono accident resulted from the 
fire, and that camo only indirectly. Con­ 
stable J. J. Saunders, as a protector of 
law and order, made too fast a gut- 
away whon he responded to tho (ire 
alarm, and fell to the road, breaking 
his wrist.

states. 
Their 
appeal 
to 
their enfranchised western sisters w a s 
voiced with much sincerity, and i t has 
awakened a generous and genuine re­ 
sponse. 


F u r t h e r enthusiasm a m o n g the suffra­ 
gists has been aroused by the speeches 
of Mrs. Inez Milhollancl Boissevain a n d 
' her fellow-campaigners of fche W o m e n ' s 


p a r t y , and 
t h e fact 
is 
foreshadowed 
t h a t California women, in scanning the 
ballot, are going to look closely to the 
suffrage records of congressional candi­ 
dates. 


In

district 
especially 
is 
this issue being emphasized, and in con­ 
sequence, in t h e last week, t h e 
Hon. 
Charles W . Bell, independent Republi­ 
can candidate, has gained tremendously 
in strength. 
The suffrage 
propaganda, 
indeed, 
finds 
Mr. 
Bell 
on 
familiar 
ground; for, from t h e t i m e ho entered 
the state senate of California in 1007, 
he h a s been one of the most aggressive 
and 
effective 
of 
all proponents 
of

In Mr. B e l l ' s first session in the sen­ 
ate he was one of five members 
who 
spoke and voted for the submission of 
a 
suffrage 
amendment. 
Thirty-five 
votes were cast against the 
measure, 
and it was defeated. Then came a four- 
y e a r period of 
agitation 
and 
debate, 
t h r o u g h o u t -which, a t Sacramento 
a n d 
on t h e stump in Southern 
California, 
Mr. Bell .was a leader. 
I n 
t h e 
1911 
session h e w a s t h e floor general for the 


women, a n d so capably w a s his work 
performed that he g a i n e d the g r a t i t u d e 
and lasting recognition of all who were 
i n 
any w a y 
actively engaged 
in 
the 
movement. 
H e had the satisfaction 
of 
seeing the 
figures 
reversed, 
thirty-five 
senators v o t i n g for suffrage 
and 
only 
five against. 


After he h a d gone t o Washington as 
a congressman, M r , Bell continued his 
support of the suffrage cause. The dele­ 
gations a p p e a r i n g at t h e -national capi- 
tol i n v a r i a b l y received hjB aid. 
H i s 
speech on .the floor of the house, de- 
mantling the submission of a 
suffrage 
a m e n d m e n t t o the federal constitution, 
w a s perhaps t h e most complete -and en­ 
lightening r e v i e w review of t h e subject 
t h a t has ever been heard 
in the 
na­ 
tional legislature. 
I t 
fixed 
his perma­ 
nent place in the annals of the 
long 
struggle, not yet ended, b u t which »un- 
doubtedly will be waged until success 
has been won. Tho women of the ninth 
district, who h a v e failed to find in t h e 
record of Hon. C. H. R a n d a l l ' s present 
term any evidence of active interest in 
their cause, seem to be determined t h a t 
Mr. Bell shall go back to congress to 
finish 
the fight in which, for so long a 
period, he h a s borne such a gallant part.

BORDER TROOPS PARADE 


STREETS OF LOS ANGELES 


Lean and hard and tanned by the 
desert sun, Gen. Wankowski's brigade 
paraded through the streets of the busi- 
"ness section of Los Angeles Monday. 


It was the farewell hike of the sec­ 
ond anil seventh infantry 
regiments, 
the California squadron of cavalry and 
the signal corps. Tuesday the work be­ 
gan of mustering them out of the ser­ 
vice.

follow the general elimination of the 
saloon 
and

influences,

need 
for reform schools, iails, asylums, etc., 
must inevitably 
diminish. 
To lessen 
even in small proportion the cost of 
courts, police budgets, mothers' pen­ 
sions, 
divorces, 
orphan 
asylums, 
in­ 
sane 
asylums, 
nlmhousos, 
hospitals, 
etc., will in the aggregate mean a sav­ 
ing of many millions of dollars to tho 
taxpayers. 
Remember, 
too, that 
as 
drunkoness is eliminated moro pooplo 
will bocome self-supporting and there 
will bo less need for charity.

I pav nine thousand 
dollars a year taxes—for whatf

are tho records and estimates in this 
book. 
The maintenance of almhouses, 
hospitals, orphan asylums, courts, asy­ 
lums, etc., etc., cost mo over $2,200, all 
becnuso of tho liquor business. I don't 
drink but am forced to support at least 
five drunks and pay tho damages. 
You 
call that personal liberty?"

Tho pro-alcohol elomont have dono 
much to misrepresent tho second meas­ 
ure on tho ballot, that to close, tho 
public drinking placo, that a statement 
of its provisions is timely, 


Tho measure will close all saloons, 
tako liquor out of grocery stores, and 
stop tho sale or service of liquor in ho­ 
tels, 
restaurants, 
clubs, dance 
hulls, 
and all other places of public resort. 
It closes the public drinking placo and 
tho retail liquor shop, and makes unlaw­ 
ful all soliciting of orders for liquor. 
It does not interfere with tho manufac­ 
ture, exportation, or salo in California 
by 
manufacturers 
on 
the 
premises 
where manufactured, in two-gallon, or 
larger, lots, provided such liquor is de­ 
livered at tho pormanont residence of 
tho buyer.

I have been asked several times late­ 
ly -what to fe,ed to poultry in plnco of 
wheat, on account of the high price of 
the cereal. Lots of people have an idea 
that hens cannot get on without wheat, 
The sooner they get rid of that idea the 
better. Some hens, I know, do not per 
haps give the best results without it, 
just as some folks need extra special 
sort of feeding if they are going to | 
keep up with the rest. But good heal­ 
thy, properly-bred stock will do well on 
ir.nch cheaper food.

For instance, and especially during 
the fall < and Winter months, the follow­ 
ing ration can' be' depended, on .to keep 
yput birds in condition, an4 ntake them 
lay ^anjr oggsi they can lay.'^'ome hens 
couldn't lay an egg if they tried). 
Over night cook, as you would cook 
mush; one pound of rolled barley for 
every twenty birds, putting with it one 
good handful of Darling's meat scrap. 
(25 cents' worth will last you a month.) 
Feed it waTm for breakfast, and, mind, 
in a trough; not thrown, anyhow, in the 
dirt. At midday give them what house 
scraps you have,

Immediate passage of an ordinance 
to prohibit the shipping of oranges that 
have failed to pass the 8-to-l test was 
urged by F. Q. Story before the board 
of county supervisors Monday.

Story headed a delegation representing, 
he claimed, 8600 of the 10,000 carloads 
of oranges which will be shipped from 
Los Angeles county this-season. 


Mr. Story stated that stich a measure 
has been passed by northern counties 
and that it is in the best interest of all 
growers.

said the 8-to-l test was impracticable, 
absurd and unfair. 
They 
contended 
that the refusal of the department of 
agriculture to allow shipments artifi­ 
cially colored oranges is sufficient pro­ 
tection and that the 8-to-l test is un­ 
necessary. 


The county counsel was instructed to 
draft an ordinance which will not be 
presented until all shippers have an 
opportunity to be heard. 
I t will be 
considered again on Monday morning. 
The 8-to-l test means that an orange 
must contain eight parts of solids to 
one paTt of liquid, OT eight parts of acid 
to one part of sugar.
